Mr. 'T. GC. Simpson, c.1.e., held the post of Inspector-General of Police 
throughout the year. * A 

Eastern Frontier Rifles,—he efiicioncy and discipline of the Bengal 
Battalion were severely tested during the year when detachments; which 
were called upon to do duty in the disturbances in Calcutta, Kharagpur and 
elsewhere, proved of the greatest value in the maintenance and restoration 
of order. The Governor in Council has read with pleasure the messages ” 
of appreciation of the services of the Battalion sent to the Commandant by 
the Commissioner of. Police, Calcutta, and the Officer Commanding Ist 
Battalion, Bengal-Nagpur Railway, and congratulates Major D. I. Macpherson 
on the state of efficiency to which he has brought the force under his 
command. 


Strength and recruitment.—The Governor in Council has been struck i 


by the large number of vacancies in the establishment of the police force 
and the consequent reaction on the health and contentment of the men 
owing to the frequent necessity of refusing leave. His Excellency in 
Council is also impressed by the fact that, in the opinion of the Inspector- 
General and his officers, men of the type desired are not presen them- 
selves for enlistment as constables. There can be no doubt that recruitment 
is affected by the low pay which contrasts unfavourably with the wages 
which can be earned in employments which involve less hardship and fewer 
restrictions on personal liberty than does service in the police force. The — 
Governor in Council trusts that if proposals to increase the pay of thé rank 
and file of the force are brought before the Legislative Council they will be 
examined carefully and sympathetically.

Health of the Force.—The health of the force showed no. impro 
on the previous year. The number of admissions to hospital waggagain 
very large. It has already been remarked that insufficient lea as 
contributed to this unsatisfactory state of affairs. Other causes are the low 
pay of the constables, bad housing and inadequacy of protective measures, 
The proper housing of the police force is a matter of urgent importance, 
and the Governor in Council trasts that the Inspector-General will submi 
in due course complete self-contained proposals for providing the Beng: 
Police with adequate accommodation, wherever such is not at present a 
able. Good housing will improve the health and efficiency of the p 
» and prove economical in the long run. . 


Discipline.—It is regrettable that during the year there was a 
increase in the number of criminal cases brought by private indi) 
ainst members of the force and also in the number of convictious 
followed.

While it 
in possible that reluctance on the part of persons living at a distance from a 
police-station to report occurrences in which they have been the victims is, i 
Some degree, responsible for the decrease, the Governor in Council thinks 
that it is reasonable to attribute it generally to the organisation of patrols, the 
use of the preventive sections of the Criminal Procedure Code and vigorous 
action under the law relating to the criminal tribes and gangs.
